_lam happy to be able to announce that tho N; ki postal 
difficulty has been overcome by a proposal made by the Post- 
master-General of Hong Kong, and agreed to by this community. 
The United States postal authorities are willing to allow the 
British closed mails to be carried between Shanghai and Naga- 
saki by their mail steamers at the rate of 12 Mexican cents per 
oz. for letters, and 20 Mexican cents per Ib. for newspapers and 
samples, and the British postal authorities to reimburse the out- 
lay intend charging an additional 4 cents per $ oz. for letters, 
and 2 cents for each newspaper or 2 oz. incall books: samples, &c. 
The local rate Hong rank to Nagasaki to be unchanged. This 
arrangement is similar to that proposed by me in my letter dated 
15th July, the only difference being the place where the addi- 
tional amount should be collected. By the above arrangement 
we have escaped a difficulty which threatened to become very 
serious, and although we were quite willing to get our letters in 
Shanghai and pay the local postage we could not, as no one had 
authority to break the seal of the boxes.

isthat the Japanese decline to increase the duty on Bancha, and give: 


three reasons fer coming to this conclusion. First, that it is unfair 
to-tax all teasalike. Second, that they fear the revenue would suffer 
df any such measure isadopted. Third, that they think if Bancha 
is made to pay thehigh rate of duty it would become unsaleable, and 
thus the peasantry -would suffer, and be deprived ofasaurceof profit. 
All the memorialists have gained by the trouble they have taken 
in the matter is to obtain from the Japanese authorities a pro- 
mise that in future “they will use more care in inspecting teas,” 
and H-B.M. Consul in his letter asks the British firms to give 
him information if any infringement of the above promise is dis- 
covered by them. The memorialists may be certain that the new 
order of things will be strictly carried out when they ship teas, 
but a vast amount of uncertainty exists as to whether the Céles- 
tials will be included in this new regulation. 

The guardhouses at the entrances to the native town have been 
used (as it was-anticipated they would be) for purposes which show 
that they are intended for more than our protection, and on this 
becoming known it caused some of the Consular body to bring 
the matter to the notice of the Governor, who promised to give 
orders that all Japanese, when accompanying foreigners, 
shall be allowed to pass the guardhouses without being ques- 
tioned as to the object of their visit to the settlement on the 
foreigner saying that they are with him. This has been notified 
by circular from H.B.M. Consul to the British residents. 

I hear from native sources that the ‘Prince of Chikusen has 
been confined to his own dwelling-house, and is pow guarded ‘by 
Government troops, pending the inquiry into the counterfeit kin- 
sats and nebus question. This Prince, who is said to be as poor 
as possible, has always been unfriendly to-foreigners, and it is in 
his country where rae hagcone of these spurious coins and notes 
have been manufuctured ; so that if he has to -pay dearly ‘for'his 
subjects’ delinquencies he will not get any sympathy from Zyro- 
peans. His agency at Nagasaki has also been closed. 

COMMERCIAL. 

Tea : A considerable quantity has been shipped to Kobe, both 
by the natives and foreigners, where prices are dangerously ‘high. 
It is supposed that the Kobe people do not understand the value 
of the leaf usually brought to this market, or they would never 
pay the absurd prices they are now doing. Experienced persons 
who for years past have shipped this description to the United 
States and England, I hear, are unanimous in their opinion that 
the operators are not likely to repeat the same next year. But 
‘little is doing for shipment to England or America. 

Exchange on Lenton is quoted 4s, 44d. for six months’ sight lat 
class credits ; a few emall drafts are offering by the officers of the 
men-of-war, who, no doubt, would be willing to give a better mate. 

‘Bome large parcels of tobacco have'been settled at $7 per picul 
in the rough state. 

Exchange in bous: These have advanced to 404, in conae- 

uence of certain Europeans being engaged in what the Stock 
Hicionee call “Bull transactions,” and in these the native 
money-changers (ever ready to squeeze) render them great assist- 
ance in carrying out their views. The annoyance and loss caused 
by such a fluctuating currency as the Japanese greatly interferes 
with the transactions of the bona fide irae, who keenly feel the 
successive delays in issuing the new coinage. 

Freiglits to London are nominal, as there is no vessel loading. 
The North German barque Aida has completed her loading, but 
is’detained, owing to the war between France and North Germany ; 
but I cannot find out whether she intends lying here until the 
war terminates.

The Empress 
mother, Empress Dowager, and Sixth brother of Prince Kung are 
anxious to maintain pease ; but one of Prince Kung’s brothers is 
very hostile to foreigners. <A storm is evidently brewing, and the 
apparent weakucss of the foreign ministers will make it all the more 
texsible-when it does come. The Sisters are quietly sending away 
the dhiidmen and patients under thyiir carc, and intemal to sqpair to 
Fuhkien. Prince Kung is opposed to their lesving. 





OREFRQ. 

The wnissionasies have wrrimed sately from [ung-Chow, and ‘the 
presence of theiladies of he party bmve enlivaned the community 
at this port. M-cricket match is to be pleyed,.at whieh their pre- 
sence, with the band of the Barossa, is expected to add to the en- 
joyment of the occasion. There is a rumour that all the foreigners 
are to be assassinated on the 14th or 18th of this present Chinese 
moon, and a very uneasy state of feeling obtains among the con- 
verts. In connection with this it is reported that 300 Chinese, 
believed to be soldiers in disguise, have arrived in this fore. 





NEWCHWANG. 

Business at this port continues very dull, and there is lit:le 
prospect of immediate improvement. 

There are five German ships in our river war-bound. One of 
them, the Oberon, had obtained a little cargo for Hong Kong, 
but the China merchant who was loading the vessel has pud 
$1,000 to the captain, for which sum the merchant is released 
from ‘his obligation to ‘fulfil the contract, and the Oberon dis- 
chatged what cargo it had received. It is very probable that 
these fine vessels will have to remain in port all the winter. 

An English vessel, the Algernon, got sadly damaged some weeks 
ago in entering this river. A survey was held, and she was coz- 
demned and sold at auction for some Tis. 1,500. 

The residents at this port are beginning to look forward with 
somewhat uncomfortable feelings to the approaching winter. It 
is generally felt that the Governments should provide them with 
naval or military protection during the winter. The English 
residents addressed to Mr. Acting Consul King a letter on the 
subject.

General Whitfield, we 
all'know, held troops in readiness to send if he were required ;

which is bestowed on him by anticipation for his energy may 
haply turn to stronger blame. :

We mentioned last week that a meeting had ‘been summoned 
to.consider the prapiiety of erecting warks for the defence of the 
settlement. This has been postponed —for the reason, we believe, 
that the Council found there were more points requiring con- 
sideration than they first supposed; and that matters would noé 
be ready to bring before the community on the 19th in the shape 
aud completeness which they desire. Most people think that 
would -have ‘bzen better to hold ‘the meeting notwithstanding. 
It.is likely some rather wild schemes might be mooted, but they 
would be corrected.in course of discussion, and sanction might at 
least have been obtained to one measure—the erection of barriers, 
on which all are agreed, .exen whan difexing in estimate of their 
value. They would be invaluable obstacles to a-mob in case of 
riot. However, we hope the Council will soon conclude their 
preparations, and that the neccssary measures will be decided on. 

Alamentable accident oscnexed in counection with the volun- 
teers on Friday last. A rifle, accidentally discharged by a mem- 
ber of a party who were practising at the Butts, killed two 
Chinese children who were standing by, waiting to pick up the 
empty cartridges. The ball passed through both their heads, kill- 
ing them almost instantancously. The other children who were 
by stood thunderstruck for the moment, but only for a moment, 
before they rushed off to carry the sad news to the villagers. It 
is needless to dwell on the scene that ensued when the parents of 
the children came up. We all know that, whatever defects there 
may be in the Chinese character, want of affection for their chil- 
dren isnot onc. They have, too, feelings beyond those of simple 
affection ; the son is looked to as a prospective support in ald 
age, and as the descendant whose duty it is to perfurm the an- 
cestral rites which are the cream and ossence of Chinese reli- 
gious belief. Unhappily, only one phase of the loss can in this 
iustance be made good. A subscription list has been opened, and 
a liberal sum will no doubt be raised to compensate, so far as 
money can.cumpensate, the terrible loss. An inquest was held in 


Troops were being c2nccutre:ed in the province of Chibli by he afternoon at the Hongkew police station. Some difficulty was 
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foundsin convincing the (hehsien that one ball could have killed, 
the two children, but he wasat length persuaded ; and, after the 
iuguiry was ended, Mr. Medhurst conveyed to the Chinese present 
the sincere regret which the Volunteers felt at the distressing 
accident. 

_Another occurrence, on the:night of the.same day, caused some 
excitement in the settlement. .A deaf and dumb Chinese, who is 
well known to the ;police, rushed into the French Police Station 
about midnight, and gave them to understand that a foreigner had 
been murdered in the neighbourhood of the city wall. A sergeant 
and four men at once started for the spot, but could find no trace 
of the occurrence ; nor did a more complete investigation on the 
following day lead to a better result. The villagers say they 
heard of some party, among whom they belicve were some rowdy 
foreigners, trying to break into a rice-shop, but they had heard of 
no affray nor murder. It may chance that one of these was 
killed, but the.police cannot learn that any foreigner is rete 
The police were fired.at by the guard.at the city gate while 
making their first search. 

The Chinese had an amusing rumour—that the Mongolian ban- 
nermen, in the height of their patriotism, were determined to 
march across.the Continent to aid Prussia in her struggle with 
Franee. It was suggested to one native who mentioned it that 
not a man of the crowd would reach even the confines of Russia. 

A meeting of gentlemen desirous of instituting a course of 
popular lectures, to be delivered during the approaching winter, 
was held in the Asiatic Society’s Rooms on Saturday. No defi- 
nite scheme was put forward, but Dr. Macgowan suggested in the 
course of conversation that the meeting should demit to the 
Asiatic Society the duty of getting up the proposed course. Some 
conversation ensued as to how far the constitution of the Society 
permitted it to be identified with such a movement, and Mr. Kings- 
mill read an extract from one of the Society’s rules, which showed 
that it was intended to foster any such work. A committee was 
eventually appointed to arrange preliminaries, and submit results 
to a meeting of the Asiatic Society. 

The Shanghai Autumn Races were to take place on the 2nd, 3rd, 
and 4th November. There were to be six races on each day—all 
for ponies ; and on each day a steeple chase. Rumours of arising 
have been renewed in connection with them—the idea being, we 

resume, that advantage may be taken of the usual absence of a 

arge number of foreigners during the race week, on excursion in- 
land ; but no weight.is attached to the report, which is of the very 
vaguest, 

There are a number of men-of-war in the harbour at present, 
and there has been @ great deal of saluting. The French corvette 
Venus and the Russian corvette Vsadnich arrived on Friday, and 
both exchanged salutes with the United States ship Benicia, and 
Her Majesty’s ship Zebra. Salutes were fired on Suuday from the 
Veadnich and the DBenicia,.in honour of the Emperor Alexander's 
birthday. The ‘Venus left.again for a cruise. United States 
ship Colorado arrived from Hong Kong. 

A Ningpo correspondent -writes :—<A sort:of clan fight occurred 
here a ‘few days ago, between some Fehiien and Hankow men. 
No one, however, was killed, and only two men badly.hurt,:shough 
‘the row occasioned some excitement. I do.not:think there is any 
serious foundation for the rumours that have been -renewed lately 
of a probable attack on forei.ners; for I think the people here 
are well disposed, and that the officials do not wish to make 
trouble. The rumour probably arose from the hurried journey by 
the Taoutai to Hangchow, which you lately reported, and from tho 
fact of his having ordered some troops to be in readiness for move- 
ment, before he left. ‘There are Chinese rumours abroad, that the 
authorities have received instructions from Tsen-kwo-Fan to get 
up @ rising against, and expel, foreigners, and that the Taoutai at 
once sent to Hangchow for instructions. Putting two and two 
together, this may.perhaps connect with the Taoutai’s visit. And 
the Futai’s sensible proclamation may perhaps be his answer to the 
temptation. However, all is quiet again, and will remain so, unless 
disturbing influence.is brought to bear. The Chi-fu has‘followed 
up the Futai's proclamation with a longer-one to the same effect. 
It may be worth while ‘to say that the report which has been 
mentioned of the fortifications of Chinhai being repaired is un- 
true ; they are untouched. Probably the fact that some workmen 
are employed in repairing the temple has given rise to the tale. 

Tseng-kwo-Fan’s appointment as Viceroy of Nanking is re- 
corded in the Pekiny Gazette; Li-hung-Chang succeeds him as 
¥iceroy of Chih li, and the latter's brother, Li-han+Chang, is oen- 
firmed in the Viesroyalty.of the two Hu provinces. 1t remains 
to-be seen what this move may imply. . 

There has been some excitement at Chinkiang during the past 
week. The Taoutai gave notice to the Foreign Consuls, on the 5th 
instant, that he had received information of an intended riot, in 
which case he feared the soldiers could not be restrained. But 
he had appointed an officer, with special power, to search out and 
arrest any instigators of disturbance. No trouble has occurred 
since, so it may be hoped the Taoutai’s fear will not be realised. 
He is reported to have been terribly alarmed after the death of 
Ma, and to have-changed his guard and his sleeping room. It 
is also said that placards, calling for an extermination of fo- 
Feigmers on the 28th of the Chinese moon (24th instant), were 
posted at Kiukiang on the 7th instant, but were promptly taken 

own by the authorities. :

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FOOCHOW. 

A correspondent in Foochow writes, under date of the 19th 
‘Sept., that reports have become current of an intention on -the 
part of the mandarins to cxterminate the missionaries. but. al- 
though many sinister rumours were.going about up to the date 
of the Yeaso's departure, nothing:had occurred to indicate the ad- 
vent of the troubles foreboded. It appears that the mandarins 
have commenced a subterranean ditch or mine, and that they are 
preparing rockets and other ammunition with, as they say, the 
object of defending the city in case of attack ; but it is suspected 
that these preparations may have another object. Should .the 
aspect of affairs become more serious, some of the Catholic mis- 
sionsries have determined to seek refuge in Hong Kong. 


HONG KONG. 

Dates are down to Sept. 24. The P. and O. mail of Aug. 12 
arrived out on Sept. 19 with telegrams to 4th. 

The reign of terror inaugurated at Tientsin appears to be ex- 
tending to the southern provinces. Intelligence reaches us that 
an emeute has broken out at Fatshan, on the Pearl River, abuut 
twelve miles above Oanton, the scene of the famous incident in 
the China career of Admiral Keppel. It appears that the native 
Christians at Hong Kong and ton have lately built a chapel 
at Batshan, at a cost of £500, which.sum they raised entirely by 
subscriptions among themselves, and without any pecuniary as- 
sistance from foreigners, missionary or otherwise. On the com- 
pletion of the edifice it was determined to have an opening ecre- 
mony on a grand seale, and several Protestant missionaries and 
native converts were inyitell to attend. The Rev. Dr. Legge, the 
head of the mission, declined to be present, wisely considering it 
undesivable, in the existing state of native feeling, to take. any 
action that might lead to excitement. Only one foreigner was 
present, the Rev. J. Chalmers, of the London mission, who preached 
the dedication sermon. The ceremony passed off without -iater- 
ruption, notwithstanding the apprehensions that had been ex- 
pressed, and Mr. Chalmers left Hatshan at the close of his 
sermon, refusing to remain for some festivities appointed :to 
take place in the evening. To his early return to Canton he 
probably owes his life. .At about six pau the mob, which had 
often expressed its intention of destroying the building when 
finished, collected about the doers, and openly declared that im- 
proprieties were being committed within the chapel. The native 
assistant denied the changes, and-endeavoured to cool the growing 
excitement ; with the uaual.resalt, however, for in an hour she 
building had been burst into, sacked, and burned. The converts 
made good their escape, and no loss of life occurred, though 
several bad wounds were received. The property was entirely 
Chinese, and no foreigner was injured, so that it is a matter in 
which the Consuls will have difficulty in taking action. Two 
constables who were fetched from the Yamun refused to interfere, 
and the Fire Brigade, which turned out in force, confined their ex- 
ertions to preserving the neighbouring houses, allowing the chapel 
to burn.as it might. Fatshan is noted for its opposition to, 
encroachments of missionaries, and the representative of the 
Wesleyan Mission at that place has for some time past resided 
but little there. The effects of this outrage on the Canton 
people have not yet shown themselves in an obnoxious form; 
perhaps the almost certain impunity of the Fatshan savages will 
fire the mine in Canton. I¢ is said. that Mr. Robertson faithfully 
takes up the cue given -hy the great Negation at Peking, and 
blame is freely given tojforeigners for trying to excite the pagsions 
of the good Chinese. 

In connection with the present unsettled state of affairs in 
China we may mention a repert.whieh comes to us from good 
authority, indirectly. in fact,.from the authorities of a garrison 
town, who are in a.position to be among the first to hear of such 
a matter if it really has an oxistenee. The report is that the 
Viceroy of the Kwang Tung Province has issued orders to the 
commander of the fleet stationed in the south of China to prepare 
for war. This may be preparatory ‘o acting on the defensive 
against French invasion, or on the aggressive as regards foreigners 
generally, and this outrage at Watehan may be the first symptom 
of a general outlreak throughout. the whole south of China against 
the Christian religion.ead the detested foreigner. 

We observe that the China Directory, which was published last 
year by Messrs. Morris, will be issued from the office of the China 
Mail in the last week in December. It is advertised to contain 
complete information concerning all changes in the various firms, 
offices, companies, and professions throughout China, Japan, and 
the Philippines. The price is two dollars.

The steamship Douglas, which has been under repairs tor come 
time at Whampoa, arrived here via Macao. This favourite steamer 
has undergone 2 complete overhauling, and is now in first-class 
order. Her speed is reported to exceed that which she displayed 
when new ; her time from Whampoa to Macao was river steamer 
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time, and from Macao to here inside three hours; she has resumed 
her old place on the Coast line. 

The action for libel instituted by the Hon. C. C. Smith, 
Registrar-General, against Mr. Smith, the publisher of the Dai: 
Press, resulted in a judgment being given for the plaintiff, wit 
$250 damages and costs, including the costs of attorney. The 
libel complained of consisted of leading articles referring to the 
alleged interference of the Registrar’s office with judicial proceed- 
ings in the case of some Chinese who had been fined for erecting 
mat huts; but the fine is considered not only as excessive, but 
arbitrary and opposed to the evidence of the articles themselves, 
which contain no more than a little homely sarcasm, which we 
revret to see thrown away on the authorities. Mr. Justice Ball's 
judgment may be regarded as one which no English jury would 
endorse.

SAIGON. 

Dates extend to the 28th Sept. The official Courrier de Saigon 
contains the Governor's proclamation of the decree of the Senate 
of the 2ist May, establishing the constitution of the Empire in 
French Cochin China. Government notifications also appear to 
the effect that the punishment of persons detected in circulating 
false news will be strictly enforced, and that in order to encou- 
rage the cultivation of pepper, all land devoted to that purpose 
will be exempted from land -tas for four years. The Inspector- 
ship of Cai-lay is transferred to Cay-be, which will also include 
Phung-phu and Phung-hod, transferred from the district of Caulo 
which is abolished. 

The non-official Courrier reports the weather favourable, and 
the crops promising. 

The second list of the subscriptions for the wounded, and for 
the families of those killed in battle, amounts to £.22,942. Among 
the subscribers are many Annamese. 

The Courrier complains that the news of the war in Europe has 
not been received by the Germans in the same spirit as by the 
French. Immediately on learning that war was declared the Go- 
vernor of Saigon issued an order permitting German residents in the 
colony to remain, although he had the right to expel them in a few 
hours. The Prussian Consul at Singapore acted so far differently 
that, apprehending that the Creusa transport might leave the 
ee for France, with her cargo of invalids, he wrote to the British 

overnor, requesting bim not to permit more than three days’ 
coal to be supplied to her. The British Governor having rejected 
this application, the Prussian Consul repeated it, with a protest 
against the Governor’s decision.

SIAM.

BANGKOK. 

Dates are down to the 22nd Sept. 
prospects were good. The rains had been constant and unobjec- 
tionably abundant in Bangkok for the purposes of successful paddy 
cultivation, There has been no lack of rainfall in other vicinities 
as well as Bangkok. Advices from Wat Bote, a great rice-growing 
district in one of the Eastern provinces, show that the people of 
that locality complain of too much rain; that the rice plants 
do not grow up fast enough for the increase of water. 
A few months since complaints from that quarter were 
that the paddy crop would be meagre, because there was not 
rain enough. On the whole, we may conclude that their com- 
plaints were mere feints. Paddy was selling in that district for 
24 ticals per coyan of 2,500 k’anans. All along the line of travel 
from Bangkok to Wat Bote the rice fields are in the most pro- 
mising condition, and the yield will, without doubt, be abundant. 
Advices from Krung Kao (old capital) show that the growing 

addy promises a flattering yield. The yield from this vicinity 
is what is termed the Namuang grain. 

The European war had excited the deepest interest amon 
natives as well as foreigners, but the papers are devoid of news o 
general interest. ‘he friends of the Rev. Stephen Mattoon. for- 
merly so deservedly popular in Siaw, will be gratified to learn that 
on his return to his native land he has been appointed President 
of the Biddle College, North Carolina, and has received from his 
alma mater the honorary degree of Doctor of Divinity. 


The weather and rice 


BORNEO.

SARAWAK., 

Dates are down to Sept. 20. The London mail of August 5 
arrived on Sept. 6. 

We are glad to welcome the Sarawak Gazette, which bids fair to 
he most useful. We quote from it that the disturbances in the 
Rejang district are at an end, and that peace has been restored 
aong the Katibas and Batang Lupar tribes. The inland trade. 
which is of considerable importance, has been resumed ; and 
Malays are now venturing again into the district in search of 
the valuable articles it produces. This happy result has not been 
reached without much labour. 

H H. gunboat Heartsease arrived here from Simanggang on 
Tuesday, Aug. 30, with H. H. the Rajah and the Ranee on 


board. ‘The Rajah and Ranee were at Banting on the 29th ult., | 
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and were most warmly received by the Dyaks. These Balow 
Dyaks, once famous as pirates and head-hunters, have now for 
thang years been the staunch friends and allies of the present 
jah. 
he Rajah has appointed Mr. George H. Bacchus (late of the 
7th Dragoon Guards) Assistant Resident of Sibu, vice Mr. R. A. 
W. Macpherson, who retires from the service. 

A large and influential company have applied to the Govern- 
ment for a tract of 2,000 or 3,000 acres of alluvial land near Si 
Tapok hill, on the bank of the river, for the cultivation of sugar- 
cane. The soil there is admirably adapted for it, and already a 
Chinese company have from fifty to sixty acres of fine cane there, 
chiefly Mauritius, obtained from Province Wellesley. As the com- 
pany intend using steam machinery with all the latest improve- 
ments, including even steam ploughs, it is hoped the undertaking 
will be a great success. 

The pepper plantations at Tanah Puteh, Quop,and Matang, are 
now in full bearing. and the vines look healthy. The indigo grown 
by%the Chinese at Si Tapok, from seed given by Mr. Martin, is equal 
to any in the East. 

The General Council will be held this year at Sarawak at about 
the end of September or the beginning of Uctober. All the native 
chiefs will sit with the European residents from the principal out- 
stations as members of this Council. 

Good broad roads are being made through the native suburbs 
of Sarawak, by the Malays at their own wish. Mr. J. A. St. 
John is superintendiug their construction, and the Government 
have provided materials for some of the bridges over the different 
creeks which intersect the kampongs. 

Early in the month prizes were awarded to the Dyak tribes 
of Simpoke and Quop, for growing the best crops of hill 
paddy, from seed ordered by the Government (through the 

ind aid of Mr. Martin) from Java. Mr. Martin, Miss Coutts’ 
agent here, promised a prize of fifty dollars to the tribe who 
should produce the best crop. and a second of twenty-five dollars 
for the next best. The Simpoke Dyaks got eighty-fold and the 
Quop people about sixty. Several other tribes competed ; but, 
owing to the very wet season last year they were unable to burn 
off the jungle which had been felled, but had to clear the ground 
by jmanual labours consequently the yield was small.

parcels on joint account with the natives, besides obtaining a decline of 
about 3s. to 3s. Gd. per Ib. on theirscttlements. About 500 bales were re- 
ported settled upon this basis, and transactions were still being entered 
into. The arrivuls from the interior had again been very limited, and 
the unsold stack was still estimated at 5,000 to 6,000 bales. | The ex- 
port to date was e-timated at about 2,000 bales over last year's to samc 
time.

KIUKIANG AND ITS VICINITY. 
(COMMUNICATED.) 

I am sure your readers must have perused your Correspondent's 
letters upon the above subject with very great pleasure. As an old re- 
sident of the port, and as th: first foreigner who ascended to the eum- 
mit of the “Lu Shan” mountains a/one, I need not inform you that I 
watched the account of his ramble amongst these celebrated bills with 
more than ordinary interest. I soon got upon his track, and, inas- 
much as he was only enabled to obtain a very limited view of the 
grandeur of the scenes around and above him, I venture to offer you a 
short report of my ascent to the highest and most southernmost peak 
of the range, viz., the “ Han Yang Fung.” 

Soon after my arrival at Kiukiang I contracted what was not inaptly 
termed the “ Mountain Fever;” almost everyone who visits the port is 
atruck with the majesty of these mountains. Standing upon the enor- 
mous plain immediawly at the rear of Kiukiang, and rising, as it ap- 
pears, almost perpendicularly, no sooner do the difficulties of such a 
feat present themselves than, in nine cases out of ten, the desire to 
make the ascent terminates in a pic-nic to the “ Loong Tahu’ and an 
expedition to the “Cock’s-head Rock,” the point I apprehend your 
correspondent describes. Not so, however, with myself. I soon sought 
to ally myself with other mounting spirits, but the one or two thorough 
paced climbers, considering mine as merely an outburst of the usual 
‘zeal, were indisposed to admit me into their confidences. Determined, 
however, to overcome their prejudice, accompanied by one friend only, 
I started on Monday, October 11, 1864, 

An ascent of the Lu Shan mountains must not be thought of asa 
matter of an afternoon’s walk ; chairs, coolies, provisions for three days, 
and blankets, and, if the traveller intends making any observations, an 
-aneroid, barometer and compass must be provided, also a few thousand 
-copper cash, a dollar and, say, four quarter-dollare. Fully equipped 
with all the necessaries for the above named period we left Kiukiang 
cat 6.30 a.m. on the 10th, taking the route via the “ Loong Tahu” or 
Dragon’s Pool,—where, as your correspondent states, the residents in 
Kiukiang had erected a bungalow, and where pic-nic parties were held 
throughout the summer—and arrived at the joss-house (temple) of 
Se Lum-Chee at 10.30 a.m. Here we found, much to our annoyance, 
that, in conseqence of the absence of sleeping accommodation in the 
mountains, it would be necessary to remain until next day ; otherwise 
we should be benizhted, and most probably lose our way, if not our 
lives. This break in our journey, however, was not thrown away, for 
the scenery in the immediate neighbourhood is of itself well worth a visit. 
There is also quite close to the temple a large seven-storicd Pagoda in 
a tolerable state of preservation. One of the numerous mountain 
torrents here finds a bed, supplying very exce)lent water to the neigh- 
bouring village and temple. Wewere immediately at the foot of the 
range, and in view of almost the whole of the gorge up which we had 
to wend our way, and which was crowned by a pagoda similar to the 
one we were standing by. The hills were covered with several very 
beautiful kinds of azaliaa, all in full bloom, and amid these surround- 
ings we spent a most enjoyable day. Having completed our arrange- 
ments for the morrow, which included, besides the safe custody of our 
belongings during our ubsence, the engagement of a truaty guide— 
one of the wood-cutters who daily ascend the mountains for the pur- 
pose of procuring fuel — we turned in at an early hour upon some clean 
straw on the floor of the joss-house, and sought refreshment in sleep, 
to enable us the better tu stand the fatigue in store for us. Half- past 
four on the morning of the 11th found us astir, and, after a good sub- 
stantial but plain breakfast, we started off, preceded by our guide, at 
5.30 aM. The native women, nearly all of whom were up and about, 
having already despatched husbands and sons upon the day’s work of 
wood-cutting, were much astonished on learning from our guide the 
object of our visit into those parts ; and, as the Chinese are unable to 
comprehend any act which ig undertaken without some immediate 
view to profit, the minds of the villagers were sorely puzzled, and, 
from the remarks made as we passed along, they were evidently of 
opinion that we were bound in search of some of the precious metals 
which are—perhaps not altogether erroneously—believed to be hidden 
in these mountains. 

At an altitude of 2,000 feet stands the pagoda called Teen Che Fung, 
over against the village of Teen Che Sze. The gorge, here rising al- 
most perpendicularly, is composed of a series uf rocks, which wind 
round and round, and form a kind of natural staiycase. The ascent is 
very fatiguing to those unaccustomed to this style of progression. We 
arrived ut the top of this splendid pass at 8.30 a of. (time three hours), 
having passed through a village called Sa Yin Shu, where there is a 
very substantial stone bridge, and a gateway—doubtless a memo- 
rial—some distance up the mountain, by name Chuck Yen Sze. 
At this place, after a sbort rest, I Icft my companion, and at 
8.45 am. proceded fir the summit, taking the guide and one 
coolie, the latter carrying a bottle of cbampagne—my only refresh- 
ment until rejoining my companion. Soon | took a south-westerly 
direction, and descending some 500 feet into the valley which di- 
vides the two ranges, 1 cume upon a small hamlet (with ruins of 
a temple) called the Quong Loong Sze. ‘Two priests were here, 
and proved exceedingly civil and agreeable. From them I learnt the 
name of the principal peak, and obtained valuable information as to 
the route. A further ascentof some distance, along a path etrewn with 
chips of wood, brought me to small place called Woo She Chow, where 
seven or eight men were busily engaged mukinz charcoal. ‘This was 
the Jast inhabited place I mct with, there being no tenements at a 
higher elevation. Soon after leaving this placc, and bearing slightly 
to the left, all trace of the pathway was lost, and the remainder of the 
ascent was through grass, brushwood, and watercourses, the former 
often rising to over six feet high, the latter generally dry, or with only 
a small quantity of water trickling down them. ‘The summer, which 
had been exceptionally hot, had been succeeded by adry autumn, but the 
channela were sufficiently deep to show that in the rainy season the 
torrents must roll down these mountuins with terrific force and yo- 
lume. As may be imagined, this portion of the journey was most diffi- 
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cult, and muny a time I was on the point of giving up, as the ob- 
stacles in front appeared more formidable than any which I had yet 
encountered ; but, notwithstanding the fatigue which 1 now began to 
feel, I pressed forward animated with the desire of achieving the object 
of my ambition. At noon I found myself on the summit of what 
there could be no doubt was the highest pexk in the range, and which 
the guide assured me waa no other than the celebrated Han Yung Fung. 

The weather was most favourable for my visit, and uotning inter- 
vened between where I stood and the blue vault overhead. From this 
standpoint a most extensive and charming view was obtained, em- 
bracing the Woo Low Fung, or five old pesaka—the mo-t venerated 
cluster in this range—the Se Lom Che Pagoda, the city of Nang 
Kong Foo and pagoda, and a large extent of the Poyang Lake. Time 
occupied in ascent. 6} hours. 

After a rest of twenty minutes and a draught of champagne, spe- 
cially retained for the summit, I commenced to descend—having firat 
placed my card, with a few p-rticulars of my viait, in the empty 
bottle, and covered the same over with stones, thus forming a sort of 
cairn—reaching my companion at the gateway before mentioned at 
3.30 p.m. We then continued the descent to Se Lum Che, which place 
we reached at 5.25 p.m., having been absent twelve hours all but five 
minutes, and I walking, with occasional rests, the whole of the time. 
A good dinner, over which I recounted to my friend the success I 
had achieved and the incidents I had met with, closed in the evening 
of this eventful day, and after a good night's rest we started for Kiu- 
kiang at 6.30 a.m. on the 12th, calling at the Loong Tahu to enjoy a 
bath in the Dragon’s Pool, and reachiug our homes at 1.35 P.M. 

We saw no game or wild animals on this trip, but the hamlets are 
many of them walled round, and the inhabitants say that such a pre- 
caution is necessary to keep out the wild boar; tizers and panthers 
must also be hidden in the jungle, as I have seen the skins of these 
animals exhibited about Kiukiang with every sign of having been 
newly slain. Snakes are numerous. I have made many excursions of 
a similar nature to this, both in the North and South of China, and I 
can bear testimony to the civility and kindness of the country people. 
Curiosity they always exhibit, and their slight-of-haod is sometimes 
anything but pleasant; but hatred or ill-will I have seldom seen. 
The height of the Lu Shan Mountaine, computed by barometrical 
readings, was 5,500 fect; the time occupied in asceut and descent 
five minutes under twelve hours. My zeal for mountaineering was 
thus vindicated, and, as a reward for my perseverance, I was thence- 
forth particularised as Vice-President of the Kiukiang Alpine oe 
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THE PRESS AND CORRESPONDENTS ON THE 
TIENTSIN MASSACRE. 

The Globe says :—In Mr. Hammond's letter no sort of mention is 
made of the ports of Tientsin and Newchwang, where most undoubtedly 
the most imminent peril exists, both on account of the hostile agencies 
there at work and also because from the middle of this month until 
the middle of March the foreign residents are kept prisoners by the 
ice, which ag effectually prevents any aid coming to their support as it 
renders their escape impossible. On the other hand, at Shanghai, 
beyond a few vague rumours, nothing has occurred to show that there 
is any danger imminent; and a strong guarantee of security exists in 
the presence of a large volunteer force and of a no inconsiderable fleet 
of men-of-war and merchant ships, which crowd the harbour at all sea- 
sons of the year. The telegram from Mr. Wade which we published 
on Monday stated that Newchwang was ‘‘unsafe.” What possible 
protection, we would ask, can the battalion of marines which “are 
about to be sent to China,” or the detachment of infantry which, in 
case of emergency, the Admiral has orders to land at Shanghai, afford 
to the British residents at that ice-bound port during the approaching 
winter? If the Government wishes to maintain peace in China, the 
surest way is promptly to show to the Chinese that we have both the 
power and the will to protect our fellow-subjects from outrage and 
wrong. To leave British subjects in places which are “unsafe,” with- 
out sufficient protection, is to invite attack and precipitate a war. 


The Post says :— Previously to the receipt of the latest news we had 
been led to suppose that matters were being satisfactorily arranged in 
China. We had telegrams from Mr. Wade breathing peace; we had 
accounts of investigations by high mandarins, and we had assurances 
that justice was to be meted out in the shape of death and banishment 
to {those most prominently compromised in the Tientsin massacre. 
Our Government appears to have taken a rather easygoing view of the 
question. There were apparent evidences of a want of energetic action 
und good faith on the part of the Chinese Government, A manifcata- 
tion of physical force, whether that force were to be applied or not, was 
desirable. The French were not in a position to compel reparation. 
But the cause was not that of France only. All foreignera were 
threatened. Our Government has hesitated to adopt adequate meagures 
of precaution. The consequences may be most serious to ourselves. 
Indeed, as it is, it is doubtful if the winter will pass over without 
some of the foreign scttlements in China being attacked. Everything 
tends to show that an extensive organisation adverse to all “ foreign 
devils” exists in China, and that it has been deliberately set in motion. 


Mr. Magniac, M.P., writes to The Times:—The China question is 
of euch exceeding interest that I do not hesitate to request the publi- 
cation of the accompanying letter from the Foreign-office, which ex- 
plains itself. I need not take up your apace with the preceding cor- 
respondence, but, with reference to statements which have appeared, I 
may perhaps be permitted to say that the body of merchants hay 
strictly confined their recommendations to the adoption of such mea- 
sures as would, in their judgment, prevent any momentary outbreak 
of the populace, unchecked at the outsct, from spreading into a gencral 
attack upon foreigners. Our anxious desire has been to avert the 
recurrence of a China War, from which none of our countrymen would 
suffer more seriously than ourselves, and none, I may assert with con- 
fidence, would on grounds of humanity deplore more sincerely.

“‘Sir,—I have laid before Earl Granvilie your letter of the 27th 
inst., inquiring whether there is any truth in the report contained 
in a telegram said to have been received from Bombay that troops 
were about to be sent to China from Madras, and I am directed to say 
that neither the India-office nor the Foreign-office has any knowledge 
of such a movement. The report may, indeed, have originated in a 
native regiment being about to be sent to Hong Kong, in the ordinary 
course of service, to relieve the native regiment which has been there 
for the last two years. 

“There can be no doubt that Sir Henry Kellett will take all such 
measures as may be fonnd necessary and practicable for the protection of 
British subjects in China, if any special measures are required for the 
purpose. There is nothing later from Mr. Wade than his telegram of 
September 26, which has becn published, or from the Admiral than a 
despatch to the Admiralty of the 22nd of August ; but he appeared 
satisfied with the precautionary measures he had taken for the protec- 
tion of the ports, at cach of which a vessel of war is stationed. 

“A battalion of Marines will be shortly sent to China to be at the 
disposal of the Admiral, and if he and Mr. Wade should be of opinion 
that British interests at Shanghai are in danger thcy are instructed to 
draw from Hong Kong or Japan a detachment of infantry, which, in 
case of emergency, might be landed for the purposes of protection, 
and which could remain on shore until the danger was past.—I am, 
Sir, your moat obedient, humble servant, “ E, Hamaconb.

THE TRIESTE ROUTE. 

We haave been favoured with a letter from a correspondent travelling 
by this route. Our present correspondent writes from Trieste, to which 
slats he had travelled from London without experiencing any diffi- 
culty, except the delay of few hours between Brus3els and Mayence, 
which was caused by extra trains containing horaes and munitions of 
war. ‘There is reason to believe that the train by which our corre- 
spondent travelled is often many hours late, and sometimes a whole 

y behind time, so that travellers should, for the present at least, 
make their arrangements so as to admit of some detention on that part 
of the journey. From Mayence to Vienna, and again from Vienna to 
Trieste, the cxpress trains keep good t'me. To do the journey comfort- 
ably, travellers should start on Monday morning, and stop at Brus:els on 
Monday ni, it, and next morning book for Mayence, where they will be 
due about nine p.u. It is on this part of the journey only that delays are 
to be expected, and the effect of them may be obviated if they spend 
the night of Tuesday at Mayence, and, starting the next day atone P.M. 
(which gives plenty of time), book through to Vienna, where they 
will arrive at ten on Thureday morning. 
day at Vienna, sleep there on Thursdiy night, and at seven A.M. on 
Friday take the train which is due at Trieste at 9.30 p.m. the same 
day. They have thus the whole of Saturday to sccure their berths, 
&c., as the steamer eails at midnight on Saturday. By travelling 
continuously the time might be considerably shortened, but persons 
who do not like more than twelve or fifteen hours of railway travel- 
ling at a stretch, and are anxious to provide against disappointment, 
should take the trains indicated above. Travellers should provide 
themselves with refreshments for the railway journey between Brussels 
and Vienna, as the trains stay so short a time at the stations, espe- 
cially when behind time, that it is impossible to obtain satisfactory 
refreshment at them. Between Vienna and Trieste no such precaution 
is necessary sas plenty of time is allowed for breakfast, luncheon, and 
dinner at the buffets. 


THE EXHIBITION OF 1871. 

The war now raging on the Continent will doubtless deprive the 
Exhibition of 1871 of many specimens of French and German industry, 
which under other circumstances would have found a place within its 
walls. An opportunity is, consequently, presented to our friends in 
the Far East of securing a much larger extent of space for the display 
of their contributions than would have fallen to their sharc had there 
been no interference with the progress of Continental manufacture. With 
reference to the last Exhibition, great complaints were made that the 
productions of the Far East were either pushed into some obscure 
corner or refused for want of space. This is not likely to be thc case 
next year; and we may, therefore, hope that that vast quarter of the 
globe may be represented with the prominence which is due to the 
value and extent of its productions,

THe Cuarce oF LIBEL AGAINST THE “INSURANCE TisEs.”—At 
the Central Criminal Court, before the Recorder of London, Mr. 
Cornelius Walford, barrister, and editor of the Jnusurance Times, gur- 


rendered on his bail to an indictment charging him with publishing a | 


false and dcfamatory libel against Arthur Bower Forwood and James 
Russell Ross, underwriters at Lioyd’s, in reference to alleged marine 


insurance frauds, and also with publishing the satire, knowing it to be | 


false. The defendant pleaded guilty to the first count, but not guilty 
to the second. Mr. Metcalfe, on behalf of the defendant, admitted 


that the article which containcd the libel had been published without . 


due consideration, and stated that the defendant was now convinced 
that he had made aon error in allowing the article to appear. Mr. 
Serjeant Parry, who appeared for the prosecution, said that the pro- 
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secutors had learned that the defendant had been a considerable suf- 
ferer by the proceedings which bad been taken, and under these cir- 
cumstances the prosecution would be satisfied if the defendant entered 
into recognisances to come up for judgment when called upon. The 
Recorder observed that the libel was of such a character that there 
was no other course left open for the prosecutors than to take proceed- 
ings. The defendant, however, had now done all that a gentleman 
could do, by apologising for his error, and he would therefore consent 
to the defendant entering into his own recognisances. This course was 
then adopted. 


Tre ALBertT Lire Assurance Company.—The affairs of the Albert 
Life Assurance Company were before the Chief Clerk to Vice-Chan- 
cellor Bac'n on the 29th ult, when the solicitor for the official li- 
quidator statcd that the order of Lord Justice James for meetings of 
the directors, shareholders, and policy-holders of the various com- 
panies to be held in London for the purpose of enabling them to ex- 
press their views as to the reconstruction, and also to state their ap- 
proval or disapproval of the scheme, had not yet been carried out, 
because it seemed that there was an inability on the part of the offi- 
cial liquidators to devise any satisfactory basis upon which the meet- 
ings should be held and proceed. They intend to apply next term for 
instructions. Another application was made yesterday to Lord Justice 
James for directions with reference to the meetiug which had been 
ordered by his Lordship. His Lordship said it was no part of his view 
that a mecting of the shareholders should be held before a meeting of 
the creditors. The meeting of creditors should include all persons 
claiming to be creditors in respect of policies or otherwise of the re- 
apcctive companics. Notice of the meeting should be given not only 
by letter, but also by advertisement, to those who had made claims. 
As to the creditors in India, &c., the substance of the proposed ar- 
rangements should be telegraphed to them, and advertised there, and 
the time for the meeting should be fixed in a reasonable manner, s0 as 
to admit of the communication of their opinions.

But after the capitulation 
ef Sedan, when accommodation had to be made for Marshal Mae Mahon’: 
whole army, Pru-sia proposed to transfer apart of the burthen of look- 
ing after the safcty of the prisoners to the other States of tie North 
German Confederation, a proposal that of course met with no opposi- 
tion, but, on the contrary, was received in the most patriotic spirit. It 
was therefore arranccd that the prisoners of war should be partitioned 
between the different States in proportion to the number of their popu- 
lation at the last censt:s. and thus about 1,500 were to fall to the share 
of Hamburg; but in consideration of the sacrifices inade already by the 
inhabitants of this city—the large amount of aid afforded for the 
wounded, the vast sums voluntarily subscribed for the relicf of the 
widows and orphans cf the men killed in battle, the larye share of the 
national war loan taken hy Hamburg capitalists, and various other acts 
of an emincitly patriotic and bencvolent characier—this city was spared 
as long as possible from the expense and inconvenience of having to 
take care of prisoners. Besides, there was the difficulty of finding a 
suitable place of safety to confine them in, as Hamburg is no longer a 
fortress, but an open town, and the common prison is not larger than is 
required for the safe kecping of civil prisoners convicted of crimes and 
misdemeanours, as in ull other large and populous cities. 

But when, after the capitulation of Strasburg, accommodation had to ; 
be provided for 20,000 more French prisoners, Ha:iburg felt she could | 
no longer in justice and fairness take the benefit of the delicacy observed 
towards her by the other Sovereign States of the Confedcration, and | 
with her usual patriotic spirit velunteered to take charge of ler share— 
an offer that was joyfully acce; ted by the King of Prussia, who sent a 
special telegram to the Senate to thank them. ‘‘ Where there's a will 
there’s a way,” an‘l it was soon decided to fit up a floating prison. Ar- 
rangements were therefore made with the Hamburg-American Steam 
Company to charter from them one of thir large Transatlantic 
steamers, that in happier times ran betwecn this city and New York, 
but are now thrown out of employment, aud remain safely in port for 
fear of capture. The Zeutonia was sclected for this service, aud being 
built of iron, with ample space for the accommodation of seven or eight 
hundred emigrants in the steerage and a hundred and fifty cabin pas- 
sengers, she was adinirably adapted for this novel duty, the only altera- 
tion found necessary being a temporary wooden hut built up on the 
deck as a guard-room, and this was soon accomplished. She now lies 
at moorin:s in midstream in the Elbe, with about seven hundred 
French prisoners on board. Being a shareholder in the company, I had 
no difficulty in going on buard to inspect the arrungements, The pri- 
soners, with many of whom I conversed, belong to every arm of the 
service, and among them were about fifty Zouaves and nearly as many 
Turcos. They were captured at various placcs—Weissenberg, Sedan, 
Toul, and Strasburg. They make no complaint of their accommodation 
or food, but consider themselves to have been betrayed and sold by their 
generals, or they would never bave found themselves in their present 
plight. Many of them are decorated with medals for their campaigns 
in Mexico, Italy, aud China, as well ae for the Crimean war. They all 
believe they have beer deceived and are grossly ignorant of the events 
that led to the war, and all that has happencd since they became pri- 
soncrs. I found their ideas of geography wonderfully confused, though 
most of them have rervcd in some forcizn war and ought to know 
better; thus till they crossed the Rhine they tirmly belicved that Berlin 
wag situated on the banks of that river. Those on board the Teutonia 
are divided into three compsnics, only one of which is allowed to be on 
deck at the same time, and that only from sunrise to sunset. The guard 
consists of sixty mea undcr a captain, furnised by one of the battalions 
of Landwehr in garrison here, one-third of the number being on duty as 
sentinels in differcnt parts of the ship for two hours at a stretch, like the 
sentiies on shure. ‘The guard is relieved every day, and before the fresh 
detachment embarks they draw up on the quay and load wbeir needle- 
guns with ba'l-cartridgcs. The prisoners are well fed, and as their sto- 
machs are not acenstomed to the black bread of the country, made of 
rye, and which és the commen food of the German soldiers and the 
lower classes generally in this country, dysentry broke out, and since 
then they receive rations of white bread, made of wheat flour, which 
appears to agree with them better, for when I went on board there were 
only four patients in the hospital bays. At frst the offi: ers, who are 
accommodatcd in the cabins, were allowed to come on shore on ccrtain | 
days on purole, and they were frequently sern walking abou: in the 
strects; but as this permission was abused in some of the fortresses, 
strict orders have now been issued to deny all French officers and non- 
commissioned officers this privilego any longer ; in consequence of which 
they compluin loudly of ennu/, and as we now get but few French news- 
papers here, and they are of course profoundly ignorant of the German 
language, they have nothing to read or amuse themselves with. 

T have taken the trouble to make up from the official accounts the 
number of French prisoners now in Germany, and as it may interest 
many of you readers I subjoin it, as follows :—August 4, Weissen- 
burg, 800; 6, Woerth, 4,000; 7, Saarlruck (Spichcren), 2,000; 9, 
Lutzeelstein and Lichtenberg, 800; 15, before Metz, 4,000; 16, Mars- 
Ia-Tour, 2,000; 30, before Metz, 20,000; Sept. 1, before Sedan, 
28,000 ; 2, at Sedan 4,000 officers, 83,000 rank and file, and 14,000 
wounded ; 23, Toul, 2,350; 23, Versailles, 300: 27, Strasburg, 20,000; 
30, before Paris, 300 ; Oct. 10, Artenay, 2,000; 16, Saissons, 4,733 ; 
17, Montdidier, 182 ; 18, Chateaudun, 2,000; 21, sortie from Paris, | 
100 ; 24, Schlettstadt, 2,400; 25, on the Aignon, 195; and now Metz, 
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173,000; making together a grand t»tal of 371,860. We kuow further 
that im many of the minor engazements and sorties (particulars not 
given in the official telegrams) many prisoners were made; so that at 
the present moment there must be nearly 400,000 French prisoners in 
Germany. And Paris! what about the garrison there? 

You will lave informed your reiders from other sources of negotia- 
tions that have been in progress for a truce of arms to atlow the peneral 
elections for a national ccnstituent Assembly taking place in Prance; 
but should they lead to any practical result, the qnestion arises whether 
it would reflect the general fcelings of the nation. Say that the above 
400,000 fightmg men represent a population of two million souls; 
Alsace and Lorraine, claimed by Germ:ny, end certain to be excluded 
from voting, two millions more; other provinces of France trom the 
Rhine to Orleans and Beaugency, now in the occupation of the Ger- 
man invaders, say only six millions, making at last ten millions, or 
nearly a third—at all events more than a fourtlr—of the whole popula- 
tion. Now let us suppose that the Repnblicans shontd have rather 
more than half of the remainder, and the Imperialists rather less, the 
Republicans: would of course carry the day; but the above exclusions, 
or even only the 400,0U)) prisoners, if permitted to vote, might do so in 
favour of a restoration o! the Emperor, or at'least the Princo Imperial 
as Napoleon IV., and thus give a very different resalt'to what is gene- 
rally expeeted. 

The Hamburg Correspondent contains the following under the head. 
of Local Intell gence :—‘‘ Herr G. T. Siemesen, of this city and Ching, 
has paid over to the central office of the Associated Committees for the 
relief of the wounded Germans the sum of 10,125 mks. beo. as the proceeds 
of a remittance reccived trom Herr Ferdinand Nissen and Herr Th. Wag- 
ner, at Shanghai, us the heads of the branch Association formed there for 
the support and relief of wounded German soldiers, on account of the 
sums subscribed for that purpose by the German residents at Shanghai, 
Ningpo, and Hankow. It must surely be considered as one of tle most 
joyful appearances of the present war, already so rich in sublime epi- 
sodes, that the Germans abroad give such tangible proofs of their devo- 
tion and sympathy with the national causc, and therefore this very 
handsoine denution from compatriots living in a far-distant country is: 
deserving of the warmest gratitude on tho part of the Fatherland.”

Kaisow Congou, 65 packages Young- 
haysan, 320/4 aud 230/38 chests Souchong. <A fair demand for Rice 
prevails, und full values are casily obtained; it appears tiat the reduc- 
tion of the duty in the Zollvercin has increased the consumption, as 
large quantities go daily to the interior. A carg. of 7,000 bags of Ar- 
racan, per Florence Danvers, has just been sold to a miller here. Cassia 
Lignea in very active demand, and higher prices paid. Pepper is also 
dearer, and large transactions are reported. Nothing to sav about! 
Spelter, except that prices are nominally the same, but lower offers 
would probably not be refused. The Money Market is easy, and the 
rate of discount unaltered.

Rorreapam, Nov. 2. 

The rumours of a Ministerial crisis become more and more definite. 
There is now no question that four Ministers will resign — viz., Mr. 
Lilaar, Mr. van Mulken, Mr. Roest van Limburg, and Mr. de Waal. 
Why Mr. Lilaar yields needs no explanation; his Ministcrial career 
was a fiasco, and literally he has done nothin, which tends to justify 
his appointment ; he has not taken e« single measure to improve our 
penal code, notwithstanding we still Jive uuder that which was decreed 
by Napoleon I. As regards Mr. van Mulken, thy Minister of War, it 
seems thut he fears for the sharp debate which, without doubt, will take 
place upon our means of defence, which, according to a great many 
letters published in our papers, are not in an efficient state, and it is 
even asserted that, notwithstanding many millions were expended, the 
condition of our army, fortresscs, and water works are in anything bat 
a good condition. That Mr. Roest wishes to transfer his portfolio to 
Mr. Gericke creates no surprise at all. Of more interest is it to hear 
that Mr. de Waal intends to resign. The Vaderland, which has a good 
deal of respect for this gentleman, assures us that the bad health of this 
minister compels him to ask the King to release him from his duties ; 
but I am of opinion that he also is afraid to face Parliament. In a 
former letter I had ocvasion tu state that the mysterious Royal decree, 
published by tlie official Jara Courant, by which the agrarian law was 
set in operation, was applanded by our Conservatives. Of course this 
meant that the Liber:l party was disappointed, and more than that, 
there is a general conviction that Mr. de Wual has played with the Libe- 
rals as a cat with mice. Perhaps never has any law caused s0 much 
trouble as the Agrarian Bill. After a party struggle of weeks and 
months, the Bill at last was approved of. The satisfaction was yeneral, 
because everyone trusted the Liberal principles of Mr. de Waal. But 
when the Royal decree became known the disappointment was enor- 
mous, because the whole law is annulled by it, and under its stipala- 
tions it becomes quite impossible to cultivate the waste grounds of Java: 
It will be most difficult to obtain the necessary labour, and besides Mr. 
de Waal decreed so many conditions and restrictions thut capitali-ts will 
decline to invest their money in these undertakings. I need not add that 
Mr. de Waal has thrown overboard his reputation of beiug a Liberal

Telegraphic news, received here privately from Batavia, states that one 


of the most important commercial houses has stopped payment. Wher 


we review the very high reputation of the Dutch branch established here 
we may well fear for more fuilures in Java. The state of our trade is 
satiefactory ; one shipowner and shipbroker stopped payment, but this 
is of small importance, the failure bein expected. At the Bourse mat- 
ters are very dull, and the greatest inactivity prevails. A good business, 
However, has been done in the dividends of the Trading Conspany, 
which now stand: at f.83. Home funds remain unaltered. Notwith- 
standing that a general dulness prevails, it is curious to see how very. 
little the prices of the several foreign bonds are affected by the war. 
The state of the Bank is very healthy, which proves much either for 
tlie sagacity of the directors or the sourdness of our trade. 

The election in Alkmaar has concluded with the return of Mr. van 
Voreest by a small mojority—about. 200 votes. It is, however, asserted 
that the Burgomaster of that place played a very strange part in this 
election, and some papers say that it would not be gentlemantike of Mr. 
van Foreest to accept the sat. Mr. J. Baron Teets: van Amerougen 
will resign his seat in the First Chamber. 

A: good «deal of noise has been made because a French man-of-wwar 
has towed a German veasel, the Elise, of course as a prize, into the har- 
bour of Flushing, whilst our Government did not take measures to 
compe! that vessel to quit the neutral harbour within twenty-four hours 
after her arrival. The Hiise, however, when entering the harbour, came 
im contact with another vessel, and was so much damaged that she is 
not seaworthy. 

Yesterday evening U.M.S. Argus left Flushing, bound for Java. The 
question now is, if she will reach her destination without fuither misfor- 
tunes. H.M.S. de Dommel, which returned some days ago from a trip 
in the North Sea, is said to be unseaworthy. I think it is high time to 
inspect the seaworthiness of our naval officers ; it is not to be credited 
that these costly vessels should be built in such a manner that they 
stiould not be able to cross the ocean. : 

According to a Royal decree, the second lieutenants of the East India 
army, who are in Holland, are to join the Infantry Corps, to: receive 
farther instruction. The recruiting office in Harderwyk, where soldiers 
for the East India army are enrolled, will be reorganised. Colonel 
Seelig will be pensioned. 


PRODUCE MARKETS. 

The last Trading Company’s coffee auction met with a full attendanee 
of buyers, and the competition menifested at the same caused the whole 
to be disposed of at an advance, which has continued since to be fully 
maintained, and the market looks very healthy. Sugar continues to 
exhibit a firm appearance, which likewise is the case with most other 
leading articles of produce, in which, however, there has been, upon 
thie whole, but little stirring since my last report. 

Corrus.—A healthy tone continued to prevail in the market since 
the public sale, the result of which I reported in my last, but the buai- 
ness done from first hands privately has been confined to a very few 
unimportant lots. Holders generally keep back. Stock of the Trading 
Company, 261,000 bales ; private stoek, 43,000 bales. 


Tea—in consequence of the favourable result of: the last auction, has 
somewhat advanced, and 85c. to 88c. is paid for Congou. Stoeke: 
6,800 chests China, and 8,400 chests Java. 

SuGaRk continues firm, but the inquiry has been checked by the high 
demands of importers. Sales have, consequently, only been to a limited 
extent. Java of the new crop has suld@ afloat in the proportion of f.4 to 
f.3 above September value, and buyers can be found for shipments near 
at hand st f.1 above September.

UNITED STATES. 

The Franco-Prussian War promises to affect a newly-inaugurated 
branch of American industry in a manner scarcely foreseen. The silk 
trade of Southern France has, in consequence of recent events, been 
almost suspended, and the latest advices from Japan inform us that 
orders of silkworm eggs and silk for the European market have en- 
tirely stopped. The attention of European factors has thus been drawn 
to the experiment commenced a year or two since in California. From 
time to time occasional paragraphs in our Californian contemporaries 
inform us of the prosperity of the silk. growing colony planted on the 
weatern slopes of the Sierras, but the attention of the general public 
has not been go fully attracted as the subject demands. If the at- 
tempt to supersede China and Japan as the great staple-producing 
marts be sacceasful, it is difficult to foresee thie vast extent of the trade 
in sik which would owe its inception to American enterprise. 





MISSIONARIES IN CHINA. 

The following is an extract from a letter written by the Rev. Grif- 
fith John, of Hankow, on Missionaries in China :—

Kung expressed a wish that ‘he would carry with him to England the 
opium and the missionaries.’ The story is, I have no doubt, quite true. 

nowing that the missionary question does not weigh a feather with 
the British Government, that the sentiments of the English Minister 
are most unfriendly to the missionary enterprise, and that the English 
treaty isin reality simply a bread-and-butter treaty, it was quite na- 
tural for the Prince to speak of the missionaries in the way he did. 
It is not at all probable that he will express himself in exactly the 
same terms to the French minister on his departure from the capital. 
It would, doubtless, have been gratifying to Prince Kung to see all the 
missionaries taking their leave of China along with Sir Rutherford Al- 
cock, but it would have pleased his Highness still more to see Her Ma- 
jesty’s Minister carrying with him the Legations from Peking and the 
merchants from the ports. But what would have been the use of sug- 
gesting such a thing to the guardian of our ‘ material interests’ in 
this great country? Let no one imagine that the Chinese authorities 
look upon the Protestant missionaries as compared with other foreigners 
in the same light in which they look upon opium as compared with 
other merchandise.”

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OUR POSITION IN CHINA.—REST AND BE 
THANKFUL. 

THE Foreign-office has at length been induced to speak 
out in reference to its Chiua policy, and complete disap- 
poiutment for all who had hoped that it was at length be- 
ginning to understand its duty in connection with this 
subject is the resuls. Mr. Hammonn’s reply to inquiries 
instituted by Mr. Coartes Macniac (which will be found 
in another column) fully bears out the convictions which 
we have expressed from the firat, that there was no 
foundation for the recent rumour that troops were being 
despatched from India. Neither is there anything in Mr. 
Hammonnp’s letter to encourage the idea that the naval 
and military commanders in China have yet been autho- 
rised to depart in any way from the instructions im- 
posed on them after the affair of Yangchow. It is true 
that private telegrams have been received at Liverpool to 
the effect that a large screw steamer had been chartered 
at Bombay to convey troops from that port to China ; but, 
Mr. Hamyonn’s letter, if it shows anything, seems to show 
that no weight can be attached to this information. Mean- 
while every fresh telegram brings new evidence of the energy 
with which the Chinese Government are pushing forward 
their preparations for war. We learn to-day that they con- 
tinue to import large quantities of ammunition, arms, and 
cannon ; and they have already launched four gunboats, 
mounting ten guns each, at Shanghai. It is clear that the 
Ministry has either not been so well-informed on these matters 
as private individuals, or that it has culpably kept the country 
in the dark concerning the dangers which they are suffering — 
we might almost say encouraging—the Chinese to accumu- 
late round our countrymen. And yet this last manifesto of 
the Foreign-office reveals no more than the fact that nothing 
whatever has been done, and the Government still clings so 
obstinately to the delusions concerning China, which it che- 
rished before we heard of the affuir at Tientsin, that it 
treats the lives and property of our countrymen as not 
worthy of even a promise of better protection. To sucha 
pass has the inactivity of the Government reduced our status 
in the Far East. Our trade with China may slip from our 
grasp, all hopes of improving our position in the country 
are melting away ; but our Government will not see any 
danger or lift a finger to save the interests at stake. 











OUR CHINA POLICY IN 1847 AND 1870. 

Tue following extract from a despatch from Lord PALMER- 
ston to Sir Joun Davis in 1847 presents a striking contrast 
to the letter from the Foreign-office to Mr. Macniac, which 
appears in another column :— 

“With reference to the measures which the British re- 
sidents at Canton are taking for their defence against 
attacks by the Chinese mob, I have to state to you that I 
do not think it advisable to discourage the British resi- 
dents from forming themselves into an armed association 
for their common and mutual defence against such attacks. 
On the contrary, it seems to me that such a measure is wise 
and expedient. I consider that Mr. Consul Macarecor pro- 
ceeds on an entirely erroneous principle, in thinking that 
organisation for defence is dangerous by tending to irritate 
the mob. The foreigners should of course abstain from any 
act of aggression or provocation tcwards the Chinese, but 

h y are much more likely to be attacked if they are unable 
to defend themselves than if they are prepared to resist 


aggression. ” 
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REVISION OF THE JAVA TARIFF. 

On the 3rd of July, 1865, the existing Java tariff was in- 
stituted in Holland. The last article enacts that it shall only 
remain in force till the lst of January, 1872, and a revisal 
must thus be prepared during the present session of the Dutch 
Parliament. This stipulation about a revision had no other 
significance than to indicate that the tariff was a firat and 
an important step towards a liberal system, and that, at its ex- 
piration, the differential duties would be further decreased, in 
order—as was stated by the Dutch Minister of the Colonial 
Department in his minute of reply to the section report upon 
the East India Budget—to equalise the interests of all na- 
tions which take part in the Java trade. Such a liberal po- 
licy, the Minister indicated, will contribute to the prosperity 
and tranquillity of Java, and will tend to strengthen the 
Dutch authority. Mr. bE Waa seems by this to be guided by 
the best principles, and the question only remains whether he 
will apply them. During recent diecussions in the Dutch 
Parliament much doubt has been expressed respecting the po- 
licy of this Minister, and one of the leading members of the 
Liberal party, Mr. MiRaNDOLLE, termed him a man of half- 
measures, hesitating, and undetermined—one who preached 
Liberal principles, but did notapply them. It will, however, 
be very difficult for any Minister to check a liberal revisal of 
the said tariff, because public opinion in Holland is decidedly 
in favour of it. Of course there is a small party of Protec- 
tionists in Holland, as elsewhere, who maintain that foreign 
trade with Java must be checked by differential customs duties, 
which system, they argue, has encouraged Dutch industry. It 
is, however, a favourable sign that these assertions do not find 
favour in the eyes of the parties chiefly concerned, the Dutch 
public, and that both the Hague Union, for promoting trade 
and industry, and the principal manufacturers of Twenthe 
(the Dutch Manchester) are in opposition to a policy of 
protection, They are unquestionably in the right; expe- 
rience has shown that a liberal policy in trade alone pro- 
motes the general welfare. By the law of the 3rd July, 1865, 
the protection of the import of Dutch articles in Java was 
decreased from 124 to 10 per cent., but, nevertheless, there 
has been a continuous increase of export from Holland. For 
instanoe, official returns show that the export of one of the 
principal articles—cotton goods of Dutch manufacture— 
advanced from 8,877,758 guilders in 1865 (differential duty 
12} per cent.) to 13,910,893 guilders in 1869 (differential 
duty 10 per cent.). Another fact may be cited. In 1865 
the duties on the export from Holland to Java of books, 
wax-oandles, and millinery goods were abolished. In that 
year the export of books, with certificate of Dutch origin, 
was 59,383 florins, while for the present year the value has 
been 90,290 florins. A corresponding increase is observable 
in candles, the comparative figures being 9,730 florins and 
49,638 florins, while the exports of millinery goods bave ad- 
vanced in value from 26,750 florins to 71,608 florins. These 
figures are more eloquent than any arguments. Ifa further re- 
duction of the differential import duties be advisable, still 
more desirable is it that they should be abolished gradually 
on the export of articles from Java. By the law of 1865 
the export duties‘are maintained on indigo, coffee, sugar, and 
tin. Trade in Java, however, cannot flourish until such 
time as the island is made an open market for the whole 
world and equal rights are granted to all nations. The time 
has happily gone by when the idea prevailed Holland could 
be the only market for Java produce. 





THE PACIFIC MAIL COMPANY’S CHINA SERVICE. 

THE Pacific Mail Steam Company of New York has now 
engaged in its China Service, actively and in reserve, ten 
paddle-wheel steamers, comprising an aggregate capacity of 
more than 31,000 tons. The larger portion of this tonnage 
is employed in the Trans-Pacific Service, making one round 
voyage a month between San Francisco and Hong Kong, 
calling each way at Yokohama. The other portion is em- 
ployed in making three round voyages a month through the 
inland sea of Jap»n, between Yokohama and Shanghai, call- 
ing each way at Hiogo and Nagasaki. Under contract with 
the United States’ Government for the conveyance of the 
Mails, the Trans-Pacific Service was begun on the lst of 
January, 1867, since when thirty-seven round voyages, com- 
prising 480,000 miles’ steaming, have been made on that 
route. The Inland Sea Service was begun on July 28, 1867, 
since when seventy-two round voyages, comprising 173,000 
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miles’ steaming, have been made on that route. The Company 
has thus made a total of 109 round voyages and 653,000 miles’ 
steaming in less than three years, and the result has been so 
satisfactory that, in view of the increasing traffic on both 
lines, it is already in contemplation to make the Trans-Pacific 
Service bi-monthly instead of monthly. We are much more 
disposed to congratulate the Pacific Mail Company on the 
success they have so well deserved than to cavil at the 
monopoly of the Pacific by a purely American service. The 
possession of San Francisco, which the discovery of the 
gold-fields developed as it did onr own Melbourne, at 
once placed the Americans in the best position to carry out 
this line ; and we believe that, keen as are our ship-owners 
in competing for the trade of the world, any attempt to in- 
terfere with the Pacific Mail Company on this line would be 
unprofitable and hazardous. There is nothing to wound our 
national pride in this concession. The English flag enjoys 
the virtual monopoly of the vast Atlantic trade, and we can 
afford to America the supremacy on the Pacific the more 
readily because we learn that the rumoured intention of the 
Pacific Company to run steamers via the Suez Canal and the 
Red Sea is entirely unfounded. 


To enable this Company to enter with fair prospects of suc- 
cess on the more frequent service proposed on the Pacific, 
they have applied to the United States Government for a pro 
rata increase of subsidy—i.e., $500,000—making a total of 
$1,000,000 per annum for the bi-monthly service. In anti- 
cipation of this concession the Company is now engaged in 
preparing drawings and models of iron screw steamers of 
5,000 tons each, witha speed of about twelve or thirteen 
knots loaded. These steamers it is intended to run 
alternately with the large paddle - wheel steamers — the 
screws to carry cargo and Chinese passengers mainly, 
thus giving more room for cargo with cabin passengers 
in the paddle-boats. Such a line, it is believed, would 
be fully commensurate with the requirements of cargo 
and passengers for years to come, and with the object of 
thoroughly building up and fostering such a line, the Com- 
pauy intends to restrict itself to the limits of its present 
routes, and not to enter upon routes already sufficiently de- 
veloped by other companies, unless compelled to do so in 
self-defence. The principal object which the United States 
Government had in view in establishing the China Mail Ser- 
vice was avowedly commercial development ; and the postal 
service, though essential as a means of promoting commercial 
intercourse, was regarded as incidental and of secondary im- 
portance. In 1865, when the law was passed authorising the 
present service, the commerce between California and Asia, 
then limited toexchanges with the British culony of Hong Kong, 
was nearly statiovary or declining ; America had scarcely any 
trade with Japan or Northern China, and her general Asiatic 
trade was languishing and passing into other hands. This con- 
dition of affairscontinued until 1867 and 1868, when new facili- 
ties for regular and rapid transportation of goods, movement of 
passengers, and interchange of correspondence, began to pro- 
duce the results contemplated by Congress in the establish- 
ment of this line of steamships. American trade with Asia 
began to increase largely ; a valuable traffic sprang up be- 
tween California and Japan, and an important trade with 
Shanghai and ports of Northern China. At the same time, 
and particularly since the Pacific Railroad has been com- 
pleted, a considerable and increasing passenger business, 
previously enjoyed by the competing lines of British and 
French steamships, via Suez, has been diverted to the Ame- 
rican route, which will be largely increased by the establish- 
ment of a bi-monthly steamship service from San Fran- 
Cisco. 

The following returns, from official sources, show the 
growth of the trade with Japan and China since this service 
was established :—

The mails transported between San Francisco and ports of 
Japan and China have also rapidly increased in extent aud 
importance, as shown by the statements of the amounts of 
postage collected thereon. The United States postage 
amounted iu 1867 to $3 556.45, in 1868 to $9,990 87, in 
1869 to $15,327.26; and the returns 89 far received for 
1870 show a proportionate increase. This does not include 
the correspondence conveyed by these steamers from Hong 
Kong to America, the entire postages on which accrue to the 
Colonial Government of Hong Kong, in accordauce with the 
provisions of the postal convention of that Colony. 

The results already gained by the China Mail service have 
been secured without the aid of the Pacific Railroad, which 
will hereafter lend a powerful influence in developing and 
extending American commerce in the direction of Asia, while 
it will itself derive a large part of its usefulness and profit 
from the same source. There is no doubt that the increas- 
ing trade now justifies the doubling the service on the Japan 
and China line; and, as the Pacific Mail Company have al- 
ways performed their contracts to the entire satisfaction of 
the Government of the United States, and as Great Britain 
will largely participate in the facilities of more frequent com- 
munication now proposed, we hope that the additional sub- 
sidy will speedily be granted by Congress, and we cordially 
wish the Company every success in their new and spirited 
enterprise. 


By the arrival of the last mail, due on the 31st ult., we 
are enabled to congratulate the Post-office on having made 
the Brindisi route an established fact ; but we regret that 
our congratulations on the delivery of the letters and papers 
by the same line must be for the present deferred. Although 
the mails reached London at six o’clock on Sunday evening, 
and therefore in good time for delivery by the first post on 
Monday morning, only a small portion of the correspondence 
found its way to its destination by that time, and newspapers 
and packets continued to come in by driblets during the day, 
so that the bulk of them was not delivered before five 
in the afternoon. This shows a great want of organisa- 
tion at the Post-office, but no doubt some part of the 
delay was attributable to the. loss of time involved in cal- 
culating the extra postage which the authorities thought 
proper to charge. Both letters and papers were stamped 
“insufficient,” and an extra penuy was demanded for the 
latter and threepence extra for the former. This is not 
strictly fair, because both letters and papers were correctly 
prepaid for the Marseilles route as usual, and we think that 
the Post-office, with its enormous revenues, might . have 
afforded to swallow the very small cost of sending via Brin- 
disi on this occasion, seeing that no notice had been given of 
the alteration or its consequences. While on this subject we 
cannot but observe that the present exorbitant rates of 
postage between Eugland and the Far East must soon en- 
gage public attention. Ove shilling and sevenpence for a 
letter to or from China is simply intolerable. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS ASSOCIATION. 

At the meeting of this Society, held on the 28th ult., 
and referred to in our last issue, the following resolutions 
were passed :— 

1, That having considered the report of a committee appointed by 
the Legislative Council of the Straits Settlements to inquire into the 
expenditure upon Government House, the Association find the same to 
be fully confirmatory of the views expressed by them to the Secretary 
of State as to the extravagance of the outlay. That the question at 
issue is not whether the building now erected be or be not worth the 
money spent in construction, but whether an edifice of such pretentious 
vescription be not out of all proportion to the requirements of the ser- 
dice and the revenue of the colony, and calculated to entail upon futare 
Governors an outlay which is conducive neither to dignity nor utility, 
and which has been hitherto unknown in the Settlement. 
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2. Thatit distinctly appears by the report of the committee that a | 
sum of $4,511 constituting a. portion of the outlay on Government 
House was nevertheless entered to another account, that this proceeding 
is strongly condemned by. 'he committee, and this unfortunate dis- 
closure (confirmatory as it is, of reports before widely credited) having 
given risc to a scandal in the cclony, derogutory to the character of the 
Government, it is the opinion of this Association that special inquiry is 
called for, and that the Secretary of State be respectfully but urgently 
requested to institute a searching inquiry into the matter. 

3. That‘it is with the greatest satisfaction that the Association learn 
that the Secretary of State has ordered an inquiry to be instituted‘into 
the civil establishinents of the Straits Settlements, but the Association 
deem it highly important that this inquiry be extended'to the expendi- 
ture of the colony, under a close and detailed examination of the ac- 
counts of the several departments. 

4. That in view of the continued dissatisfaction existing in the Straits 
Settlements with the position of the Judges of the Supreme Court, and 
after call made on this body by the Singapore Association, on the ques- 
tion of judictal independence, the Association pledge themselves to 
further efforts, in order to effect the restoration: of the Judges to the 
position held before the transfer.

The tenders for £400,000 in bills.on India were received at the 
Bank of England, when the amounts allotsed. were—to Calcutta, 
£295,782 ; to Bombay, £100,000; and to Madras, £4,217. The 
minimum price was fixed, as before, at ls. 10d. on: all the Presi- 
dencies, and tenders on Calcutta and Madras at 1s. 10}d. will re- 
ceive about 35 per cent., and on Bombay at that rate at about 39 
per cent. above in full.

The mail and passenger service:to Australia:and New Zealand,. 


via San Francisco, which was commenced in May last uaden a 
temporary postal contract with the Colonial Governments, having 
proved successful, will, we are informed by the English agents 
Messrs. H. Starr and Co., be continued under a permanent ar- 
rangement, and a superior class of boats, it is said, will replace 
those now plying between the coasts of California and Australia 
The departures are monthly, either way, and the route includes 
the Great Trans-Continental Railway across the American con- 
tinent. 

The directors of. the Singapore Gas Company have issued their 
report for the half-year ending. 30th June. The profits for the 
half-year are £1,564, and the directors recommend.a dividend at 
the rate of 7} per cent. per armuni on the preference capital, 
and 7 per cent. per annum on the amounts paid-up on the original 
capital. At a meeting held on the 25th the chairman, Mr. Ste- 
phenson, said that the financial position of the company had been 
improved. The cost of plant was £65 less than in the correspond- 
ing half of last: year. The profit and loss aceount was better by 
£400 than in the corresponding half of last year. The general 
charges and return passages of their employes were Heavy thig 
half-year ; and Mr. Wells, their ongineer and manager, had re- 
commended the establishment. of. a reserve fund to equalise the 
charges under that head. Their manager had recently sailed for 
Singapore, and they had no doubt on his arrival that he would 
continue to carry on their affairs in the same efficient way as he 
had hitherto done. The death of Mr. R. J. Clarke had caused a 
vacancy in the direction, but they did not think it desirable to fill 
up the vacancy until the next general meeting. Mr. B. Cooke 
seconded the motion for the adoption of the report, which, aftera 
short discussion, was carried ; the dividend at the rate of 74 per 
cent. per annum, less Income-tax, on the preference cxpital, and 
at the rate of 7 per cent. per annum on the ordinary capital, free 
of Income-tax, was declared for the half-year ending the 30th of 
June last, payable on the 30th of November. The proceedings 
concluded with thanks to Mr. Wells, the manager, to the local 
committee in Singapore, and to the chairman and directors. 

On the 1st November a call of £1 fell due on the China Subma- 
tine Telegraph shares, making £6 paid.

Hyson Skin and Twankay, Canton made, nominal ; common 
to fair, 48c. to 55c. ; superior to fine, 58c. to 63c.; extra fine to finest, 
65c. to 70c. 

The total receipts of Tea from China and Japan at the port of New 
York from Jan. 1 to Oct. 5, 1870, were as follows :—Greens, 19,086,204 
Ibs. ;. Japana, 9,707,319 lbs.; Souchongs, 2,746,894 lbs.; Oolonge, 
8,511,462 1bs.; other sorts, 154,464 Ibs.; total, 40,206,348 Ibs. The 
stock on Jan. 1 was 9,866,167 lbs. ; which, added to the above total, 
gives a result of 50,072,510 lbs.

SILK. 


The following is from Messrs. O'Donoghue and Howell's Circular :— 
We have to report a brisk market in silk during the past month. 
Previously, the uncertainty as to what course trade would take, to- 
gether with the scarcity of such classes of silk as our manufacturers 
require, tended to prevent purchases to any great extent; but the 
continued steadiness of the London market has imparted more con- 
fidence to buyers, and late arrivals of re-reeled Chinas—to which 
classes transactions have chiefly been limited—have been eagerly taken. 
Usual Reel T'satlee and Taysaam are in large stock and almost neg- 
lected, the manufacturers, desiring to take advantage of the briskness 
in trade, generally prefer supplying themselves with the re-reeled 
classes, which, on account of the more rapid winding, enables them to 
execnte orders with greater despatch than by the use of the ordinary 
reel, Re-reeled Tratlee and Haincen, as noted above, have sold freely 
and are still in great demand. Re-reeled Cantons, extra fine, con- 
tinue slow of sale; for the inferior grades the demand has been quite 
active. Japans are atill neglected.
